PENSION CLAIMANTS. 


Kates Under the Act of June 27, 1890, 


Fixed by tli» Commissioner. 


WASHIXQTOS, June 12.—Judge Loch- 


ren, the commissioner of pensions, with 
the approval of Secretary Hoke Smith, 
has issued the following; important or- 
der as to adjudicating and fixing rates 
of pension under the act of June 27 
1890: 


First—A claim for pension under the 


second section of the act of June 27,1600, 
can only be allo-weJ upon proof of mental 
or physical disability ot a permanent 
character not the result of the claimant's 
own vicious habits, incapacitating him 
from the performance of manual labor in 
such a degree as tc render him unable to 
earn a support. 


Second—No specific injury or disability, 


can, as such, have a pensionable ratingxm- 
der that act, nor be considered otherwise 
than as it affects the capacity of tho 
claimaint to perform ordinary manual 
labor. 


Third—Proof thutthe disability is not the 


result of the claimant's own vicious hab- 
its is requisite; and therefore the causes 
and circumstances ol the origin of the 
disability should be shown by the evidence 
furnished in support of tlie claim for pen- 
ftion, 90 far as can be done, and by persons 
other than the claimant 


Fourth—To give the claimant a pension- 


able status under this act, the disability 
must be such as to incapacitate from the 
performance of manual labor in such a 
degree iu to render him unable to earn a 
support; yet the act recognizes differences 
in the degree of such pensionable disabil- 
ity, giving $13 per month in oase of the 
greatest and 16 per month in case of the 
lowest degree of such pensionable disabil- 
ity rendering the claimant unable to earn 
n support by manual labor. It also pro- 
vides for intermediate ratings, propor- 
tioned to the intermediate degrees of such 
pensionable disability. The proper ratings 
under this act will, therefore, bo made in 
accordance with such ruleo for rating as 
the mfdicnl referee shall prescribe, subject 
tc ™^ approval of the commissioner.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—The remains 


of the dead victims of the horrible 
wreck of Ford's theater, on Friday 
morning, have nearly nil been disposed 
of. Washington was yostei day a city 
of funerals, and all day long mourners 
went about the streets 
Every one 


knew what the sad procesbions meant, 
and the sympathy of all was extended, 
albeit unexpressed in many cases, to the 
sorrowing, stricken ones. 


Inquiry confirmed the statement that 


none of the victims are men of prop- 
erty. Most of them lived on their sal- 
aries, which furnished a means of live- 
lihood, but left little for a day like this. 
Most of them were married, and some 
nad large families, who are now left, if 
not entirely dependent upon friende 
and relatives, at least lacking in funds 
tor immediate use. 


The body ot George Q. Allen of Penn-

will probably follow unless it is found 
that the blame is so much distributed 
us to make such a course impossible. 
This might be the cas,e if it was the be- 
lief of tlie jury that congress, for in- 
btance, was the blameworthy party. 


"I have taken no action in this un- 


fortunate matter as yet," continued Mr 
Birney, "and cannot do so until after 
the inquest. I shall, "however, send one 
of my assistants to attend the coroner's 
inquiry and make sush suggestions as 
appear necessary as to the course of the 
investigation and the witnesses to be 
animecl. 


"You may be sure that we shall fol-
